fertilizing purposes, and which were sold for
&1 aton. These, converted into pulp, will
be worth about 840 a ton. From the stalks
usually eft to rot o the fields this new pro-
oess utilizes about 89 per cent. of fiber ol 8
very sinll expons:,

It lins Been settled hat thero are fertilizing
properties in the oil of the cotton sood, and it
i asserted that the fiber will not -]m'ulllluwl
for six years aml cannot bo used as a ferti-
ligew, This is why the woosdy matter elimi-
nated from the stalk and hull is much more
valuable as a decomposing fortilizer than the
enutire seed.

stalk, Is et awld overcome, By the decorti-
cating process the fiber was crushed and torn
out by u slow and expensive process.
